Seattle, Nov. 19.—The steamer Dix, 
Captain P. Lennon, bound from Seat­ 
tle to Port Blakely with passengers, 
sank two 
miles 
north of Alk! Point 
shortly after 9 o’clock Sunday night 
after having collided with uie steam­ 
ship Jeannie. Captain P. H. Mason of 
the Alaska company 
steamer, 
forty 
passengers and members of the ciew 
of the Dix are missing and thirty-nine 
were saved. The Dix Is a total wreck. 
The Jeannie was not injured in the 
least and no members of her crew were 
lost. The master of the Dix was saved. 
The collision occurred on Hill sound, 
which was almost as smooth as a mill­ 
pond, and the steamers 
had 
been 
steaming with each other for a quarter 
of an hour. The Jeannie was backing 
when she collided with the Dix and 
the impact was very slight. Tho Dix 
was struck abaft of amidships on the 
starboard side. 
She listed heavily to 
port, for a brief period righted herst ii, 
then sank stern first. There was hard­ 
ly time to launch life rafts or boats be­ 
fore she was almost 
entirely 
sub­ 
merged. 
Passengers jumped from the decks 
Into the water, women screamed ami 
officers aud men called 
orders 
that 
hardly could be heard above the din. 
The passengers from the Dix who could 
swim made their way to the sides of 
the Jeann'o and were dragged aboard. 
The Jea de was not moved until 
after all w!;<> had reached her had been 
hauled 
aboard. 
Then 
she cruised 
about, picking up several 
who 
had 
pynaged to stay above water. It was 
after IO ablock before the Jeannie left 
the scene of the catatrophe and steam­ 
ed to the Virginia street dock. Seattle. 
with her thirty-nine survivors. 
The Jeannie of the Alaska Coast 
company had finished unloading at the 
Great Northern docks at Smith’s Cove 
and had started for Tacoma, shortly 
before Dark. 
Just about 
the 
same 
time the Dix left her dock for Port 
Blakely. 
There were passengers op 
the Jeannie. 
The Dix was making the last trip 
of the night and was well filled with 
passengers. 
When within about two 
miles south of Alk! Point the two steam 
ers were within a short distance of 
each other steaming along converging 
Roes 
The captain of the Jeannie says 
he signaled for the Dix to pass him 
and his whistle was answered. 
The 
Dix then was within speaking distance 
of the Jeannie and to the port, accord­ 
ing to the mate who was at the helm 
of the Dix. put her hard over to star­ 
board, as if to cross In front of the 
other vessel. 
Captain Mason of ■ *' 
Jeannie. who was on the bridge, saw 
.that an accident was imminent and 
called out a warning to the man at the 
wheel of the Dix. Captain Mason gave 
a signal to reverse his engines and his 
vessel was slowly bad icg away when 
the two came together. There was but 
a slight crash, the force of the collision 
from the Dix coming against the side 
of the larger vessels and not that of 
heavy craft against the smaller. 
For 
a minute all was still and then a panic 
followed. 
When the Dix started to 
sink, stern first, passengers and mem­ 
bers of the crew leaped Into the sound. 
Some of the passengers huddled in 
groups on the deck, while others knelt 
in prayer. 
The women, who had little chance 
for their H v p b , stayed with the sinking 
steamer, and were drowned as in a 
trap.

Memphis, Nov ,19.—Eight persons 
are known to have lost their lives, 
■cores of others injured and proper 
ty and crops suffered great damage, 
the extent of which, beearn** of the 
meager reports yet obtainable, can­ 
not be estimated at this time, as a re 
suit of one of the most torrent-llke 
wind and rain storms ever experienc­ 
ed in this section. The storm, which 
originated on tire gulf Saturday night 
and early Sunday, swept northeast­ 
ward through 
portions 
of Alabama, 
central and northern Mississippi and 
western Tennessee, and In its north­ 
ward coarse razed scores of substan­ 
tial 
buildings, 
partially 
demolished 
hundreds of others, caused a complete 
demoralization of railroad traffic and 
cut 
off 
telegraphic 
communication 
with many points in the affected ter­ 
ritory. 
Cotton in the fields, blown 
down by the wind, was beaten Into 
the ground, and if not totally, was bad­ 
ly damaged. 
Besides the I o b s of life 
and property damage which is known 
to hake occurred, a number of points 
cannat 
be 
communicated with, and 
when complete reports have been re­ 
ceived. it is feared loss to both life 
and property will be greatly increas 
cd. 
Wolf r’ver, a small stream run­ 
ning eastward of this city, is out of 
Its banks In many places, and In the 
vicinity of Rossville, Tenn., is several 
miles wide, the town being completely 
Inundated and the populace In a state 
bordering on panic. 
Throughout almost the entire dis­ 
trict rain continued to fall Sunday 
night, but in decreased volume. 
The storm approached Athens, Ala., 
from the west 
and 
cut a path 300 
yards wide through the southern por­ 
tion of that city. A score of buildings 
were wrecked, but no one was killed 
or seriously Injured. 
At Mathisson, Miss., every building 
in the southern portion of town wa3 
destroyed. These include the Baptist 
church, public school building, sev­ 
eral brick buildings and a number of 
residences. 
At this 
place 
a negro 
woman was killed and several others 
Injured. 
Near Okalona, Miss., three 
lives were lost. The property loss at 
this place cannot be ascertained at 
present 
At Maben, Miss., Ben Wofford, a 
telegraph operator, and his wife sus­ 
tained injuries which may cause their 
death. At this place the Maben bank 
and several brick buildings were de­ 
molished. 
At Bolivar, Tenn., nine inches of 
rain fell In twenty-four hours and thou­ 
sands of head of cattle were caught 
In the lowlands. 
Relief parties were 
out Sunday, but because of the high 
stage of the water little could be ac­ 
complished In rescuing the drowning 
cattle. 
All of the railroads passing through 
Jackson, Tenn., are tied up by wash­ 
outs near that city, and about l.OOo 
feet of the Mobile and 
Ohio tracks 
near McNairy. Tenn., have been wash­ 
ed away. 
The water in this vicinity 
Is higher than ever before known. 
Among those points in the storm 's 
path from which 
communication is 
cut off are West Point and Columbus, 
Miss. Throughout northern Louisiana 
a heavy wind and electrical storm was 
also reported, causing serious dam­ 
age in some sections. 
In portions of 
Arkansa some damage was done to 
crops by a heavy rainfall. 
At Winona, Miss., the loss Is roughly 
estimated at $50,000. 
At Matteson, Miss., serious damage 
Is reported to have occurred and a 
woman killed by a falling building. 
At Tchula a falling tree striking a 
small frame building caused it to be 
set afire, a woman and child being 
burned to death 
At Nonconnah Creek, a fiw miles 
from this city, a railroad trestle fell 
under the weight of a siwtch engine, 
the engine falling ✓into the swollen 
stream, carrying with In Engineer C. 
V. 
Peterson 
and 
Fireman 
A. R. 
Ritchie, who were drowned. 


W O R S T IN Y E A R S . 


Blizzard Starts In Colorado and E x ­ 
tends to the Panhandle. 
Trinidad, Colo., Nov. 19.—The worst 
blizard experienced here In a decade 
raged Sunday. The storm started Sat­ 
urday and gradually grew in severity 
until Sunday, when it assumed the 
proportions of a blizzard, increasing 
In severity each hour. 
The Colorado and Southern railroad 
reports the storm extending Into the 
Panhandle of Texas. In northern New

blizzard

Exploded In Rome's Great Edifice and 
a Panic Results. 
Rome, Nov. 19.—A bomb was ex­ 
ploded in St. Peter’s Catholic church 
Sunday. 
The edifice was crowded, 
and an indescribable scene of confu­ 
sion followed. 
There w ere no fatal­ 
ities. 
As soon as the echoes of the 
tremendous 
sought by reassuring 
the people, hut in vain. 
They fled in 
all directions and a woman fainted. 
Women and children scream ed and 
men tried to protect their families 
in the crush. 
The church is so large, 
however, th at there was ample room 
for the crowd to scatter, and no one 
was injured. 
No trace of the perpe­ 
trator has been found. 
Since Saint Anacletus, who was or­ 
dained by St. Peter himself, erected 
an altar in 90 A. D. on the site of the 
present 
basilica to m ark 
the spot 
where the rem ains of St. Peter are 
buried, no such dastardly occasion 
has been noted in the church. 
Holy relics were exposed, and a 
large num ber of the faithful attended 
the service. 
Cardinal Rampolla, for­ 
merly papal secretary of state, was , __ 
among those present. 
The last m ass i 
had just been concluded when the ex- 1 f 
plosion occurred, and only one canon, I rn 
who had not quite finished, rem ained 
at the altar of St. Peter. 
This altar is at the end of the right 
aisle, and it was near here th at the 
bomb had been placed. 
As the canon 
turned to bless the 
com m unicants 
there was a tremendous roar, which 
echoed through the lofty arches of the 
im m eise dome like a thunder clap. 
Smoke spread through this portion 
of the basilica, and the strong odor-of 
gunpowder filled the air. 
Confusion 
and panic at once controlled the peo­ 
ple. 
The priest at the altar tried o 
stem the tide of fear. 
He shouted: 
Do not be afraid; it is nothing; mere­ 
ly the noonday gun!” 
His words, however, had little ef­ 
fect. They were refuted by the smoke 
and smell of gunpowder, and the peo­ 
ple continued their headlong flight. 
Chairs were overthrown, making the 
confusion m ore 
serious.

Zandt and W. VV. White. 
These 
men have been selected from the 
junior and senior classes for good 
work done at the Dallas and San 
Antonio fairs. 
Several valuable 
cash prizes and scholarships are to 
be awarded for both individual and 
team work. 
The Aberdeen Angus show herd 
owned by Mr. G. O. Cress well of 
Oplin, Texas, has been loaned to 
the college for two weeks. 
These 
cattle are excellent specimens of 
the breed and will afford a great 
many students in the agricultural 
course who have not been able to 
attend the fairs an opportunity to 
familiarize 
themselves with the 
points of excellence of best animals 
in general, and of the Abedeen An­ 
gus in particular. 
A movement is on foot to fur­ 
nish the college with funds for .the 
purchase of representative animals 
of the various 
breeds of cattle. 
Although the generosity of such 
men as Mr. Cresswell 
makes it 


possible to give instruction in stock 
judging, the principals of mating
